2.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Arrangements .  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out 

by  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public 
Health  Laboratories  at  Preston.  These  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  A 
report  on  every  examination  is  made  to  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Ambulance  Arrangements.  hnbulance  service  in  the  district . is . provided 

by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  Vehicles  are  stationed  at  Billinge 
Ambulance  Station,  and  highly  satisfactory  service  is  being  provided. 

National  Assistance  Act.  1948  and  1951 .  No  action  under  Section  47  of 
these  Acts  was  taken  during  the  year  1965  by  the  Authority. 

3.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  The  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  are  the  Makerfield  Water 
Board,  and  the  West  Lancashire  Water  Board. 

19  samples  of  water  from  supply  where  treatment  is  installed,  were  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  and  the  results  proved  that  17  were 
satisfactory,  and  2  unsatisfactory.  No  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  chemical 

analysis. 

Regular  chlorination  of  the  water  supply  is. carried  out. 

2,842  houses  in  the  district  have  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  the  main,  and 
2  houses  obtain  their  supply  from  wells. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  are,  at  the  present  time,  six  small  sewage 
disposal  works  in  the  district  situated  at  Roby  Mill,  Crawford,  Digmocr, 
Tawd  Bridge,  Holland  Moor  and  Dams  Head.  Owing  to  the  large  amount  of 
property  that  has  been  completed  within  the  past  few  years,  the  existing 
sewerage  systems  have  been  overloaded.  In  consequence,  the  whole  of  the 
sewerage  disposal  system  throughout  the  district  is  being  reviewed  with  a 
view  to  eradicating  this  problem. 


Furthermore,  the  Chequer  Lane  sewerage  scheme  has  been  completed  in  tne 
sum  of  £12,000,  and  a  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Appley  Bridge  area  was 
commenced  and  75$  completed  during  the  year.  A  sewerage  scheme  for  the  im  o 
Lane  area  was  ready  to  be  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year.

During  1965  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  requiring  hospital 
treatment  were  removed  to  Whelley  Hospital  or  Astley  Sanatorium. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the 

year. 


24  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  and 
only  2  of  Whooping  Cough,  together  with  117  cases  of  measles  of  a 
mild  type. 

Free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  other  diseases  is 
provided.
